son Williem joint end sole Executors. 

His wife died in the seme yeer 1707/8, eged sbout 60. 

The Will ia rsther e curious document, 6nd sets forth his 
religious views, which appesr to be more Presbyterian then Queker, 
elthough there is evry repson to believe he wes of the letter 
denominetion. 

Williem Leyle wes ®@ "“Yoemen" end detes his Will Newtown 
Township, Chester County, Penna. from which locelity his son Even 
else detes his W411. Whether Williem Lewis first settled there, 
or in Edgemont the edjoining township, 4a not known, but there ap~ 
peers on Thomes Holmes'a eerly meps of Penne. & Trect set down in 
the neme of Llliem Lewis" containing about 2000 Acres in Edgemont 
Township. He eppesrs to have been well off in the world, judging 
from his bequests of personel gropexsy's 

The stm of Ten pounds wes left "towerds the repsretion 
of the burying plece in Newtown.” 

As fer ss we can now lesrn, it eppesra thet Williem Lewis 
must heve been of the femily who cleimed the following Arms borne

Therefore, William Lewis being of the Perish of Kglwysils 
end e branch of the femily of “Lewia of the Ven" who were entitled 
to the ebove Arms living in the seme perish, we infer thet Williem 
Lewis wes one of the seme femily and entitled to beer the seme Arms. 

The Lewises of the Ven go beck 20 generetions from S4llie 
Lewis of the Ven Esquire living in 1561, to Gwéethvoed, a Welsh 
Chieftsin, contemporery with Kdger, Kine of the Sexons whose reign 
terminated with his deeth in 975. 

Bdwerd Lewis of the Ven Esq. first adopted the femily sur 
neme about Anno 1600, 

My Unele Joseph 3. Lewis cerried ¢ sesl bevering the Arms 
of “Lewis of the Ven" which wes in the possession of his deughter 
Panny.L. Redgers in 1806. 

The patrierchs of the Lewis femily who ceme to America in 
1686, having been nonconformists, end heving left their homes end 
firesides in "eles, to escape persecution for conscience seke, end 
to toll in s new country, where the titles snd honors of the world 
were set et naught, ta sufficient to eccount for themselves, end 
others, not hsving hended down s perticuler ecconnt of Ancestry to 
their descendents. — 

: The following snecdote is releted in Burke's History of 
the Commoners of G. Britein Vol, 3, page 386. 

Gweethvoed wea contemporery with Edger King of the Sexone 
end wes in conformity with the vesselsge of those periods, sure 
rounded with other Welsh Chiefteins by Hdger to meet him et Chaster, 
to row him in hie xoyesl berge on the Hiver Dee in proof of feslty, 
Gweithvoed in enswer to his summons seid he could not row, and thet 
he would not if he could, extept it were to asve 8 person's life, 
whether King or vegsel. Eiger sent s second end very imperious mea~ 
86ge which Gweithvoed did not seem et ell to notice, until the mes- 
Senger begged to know whet reply he should deliver to the King, when 
Gwaithvoed {n the Welsh lenguege enswered thue} say to him "Feer him 
who fear not deeth" (ofner na ofne angen) This stern reply, discov: 
ering at once to Kdger the feerless unbending cherecter he hed to 
desl with, he prudently chenged his eutocretic decree into 5 desire 
of mutusl friendship, end going to Gwaithvoed, geve the Chief his 
hend in proof of his sincerity.

Advised me to teke e& look over the Old 
Ven and Cserphilly Cestle, drove sbout oe mile, ceme in sight of 
the Ven, which eppeered on closer inspection to be slmost 6 mess 
of ruins. Saw the perecn who lived in one pert, ond when on ex- 
pleining who I was, treated me with grest respect. 

Be showed me one part which had evidently been two ture- 
reted towers built out of rough surfece stones. This he seid hed 
been built in the time of William the Conqueror, snd eleo pert of 
the house he lives in now. Next to the towers you could essily 
trees the more Improved erchitecture and next, to the tine of Queen 
Elizebeth, where the window sills ac. were very well cerved, with 
the erech over the window, end streight stones ecross meking elmoat 
@ squere window. Next visited what is called the stable of the four 
stellions, pleces built up for ¢ box stelis, and tradition says 
these horses were the finest in the kingdom, snd there ts a word 
in “eleh which meens the steble of the stellions. Sew the old chep- 
el end where # statue of the Virgin used to stand. The chepel is 
now used to store hsy, so I could not get a good look inside. Next 
to whet appeers to heve been the mein horse, wer e lerge doncing 
hell end the plece where the Herper used to pley. It is sbont 150 
feet long by 50 wide end on the ground floor. Next we proceeded 
to whet used to be the ateble sbeut 70 feet long end 25 wide, end 
whet epyese like stalls or where they hed been, ebent 19 or 20, 

The wooden pevement was teken up some yeere ego, end found to be 
not st #11 rotten yet. It wes the heert of cek with the grein 
turned up, end hed not been touched for over 150 yeers. Yhen the 
old plsce went into the hends of the Herl of Plymouth, the whole 
plece wes left to teke cere of itaelf, end so went into perfect 
ruin, from being @ Pelece, covering over en fere, inte nothing. 

Next, to eo lerge circuler tower atending some distence 
from the mein building, «md about SC feet high, with en erched 
roof with » hole in the top, end 20 feet screse, filled eith niches 
about 8 inches long end 9 inches high, which wes e@ plece where my 
Lord Lewis used to keep his dovea.

At 
first he turned up his nose, said the Lewis femily wes large like 
the Smiths of England. My feelings et thet minute were to leave, 
to get away, but I stood on expleining, and very polite, for I 

sew thet if I got mad it was ell up. He leughed and begen to get 
interested when I told him I hsd heard he was e great entiquerien, 
celled his wife, or rather sent for her end laughingly introduced 
me as Mr. Lewis from Americe who might be a reletion. In duty 
bound I smiled. She, his wife, wes e Miss Lewis, niece of Henry 
Lewis of Greenmeedow who hes the title.

IT looked up and up snd st last came to Leopold from whom 
his wife is descended, end who was born in 16.2.

tired of ,tremping over Weles I wanted a good nights rest. 

He, Mr. Clark, is e kind of Executor of Trustee to the 
immense Iron foundry right neer him.

I will explein more fully when I came home, I will go 
to a Heraldic office end get our coet of erms painted.

Account of Wm. F. Lewis's trip in 1871 Continued. 


On my return to Knglend in 1871 I paid e visit to Mr. 
Clerk bafore going home, end gsve him some few things I. head ob 
teined in Egypt from the tombs. He seemed much pleased snd geve 
me two silver breclets end e silver bend for the hair; these 
he geve me for my sisters (The silver band wes efterwards given 
to me by my sister Mary). He elso gsve me se hendsome copy of 
Burke's Lended Genrty, snd Mrs. Clark wented me to take her huse 
bend's menuseript of our family. I could not do this so Mr. Clerk 
promised me e copy when finished. After dinner we went to s gen- 
flemen's who hed a very handsome house; we pleyed billierds end 
whist, end after e very pleassnt evening during which Cousin Blenche 
end I beceme very good friends, exchenging photographs on returning 
home. They wanted me to remein some deys end make severel excure 
sions in the country to Castle Coch Pent Coed Evor end other places 
of family interest« Mr. Lewis of Greenmeadow, I wes informed hed 
desired to see me, but unfortunstely he wes quite i111 end confined 
to his, bed. My time drewing short, es the stesmer in which my 
pesssge wes taken, started in a few days, I hed to decline their 
kind invitetion to prolong my visit. With many kind wishes end 
s “bon voyege" the ledies bede me ferewell, Mr, Clerk eccompeny- 
ing me es fer es London.

Samuel N. Lewis, son of Mordecai end Hanneh Lewis, wes born in 
Philedelphie Sapt 3, 1785. 

He received an excellent English end Clessicel education in 
Friends Schoo] Philedelphis, md entered inte mercantile business with 
his elder brother Mordessi before he was quite 21. 

On the 15th of June 1809 he married Rebecee 3 ceughter of 
John end Rebesce Thompson, in Friends Meeting Phils. and immedistely 
moved inte the house No.130 Sproce Street, below lth (now 336). 

The Commerciel connexion of the House of M, & 2,N. Lewis as ship 
owners end shipping merchents, were very extenolve and continued to be 
prosperous until the yoex 1817, when owing to the feilure of some of 
their heaviest correspondents ne were obliged to suspend psyments 
themselves. They ware requested by their orcditora to wind up thelr 
own effelrs, o very honorable teatimoniel of the opinion enterteined of 
their upright cheractere 

They were afterwards proprietora of en establishment Yor the 
manufactuzing of Walte Lead &ce which occupied the square between 
Schuylki13 7th and Sth Streets, and Pine and Lomberd Stroeete, end which 
begun on a amall ecale in 1820, grew to be an extensive end prosperous 
coneern before the death of SsNeLewls on 3rd Februery 181, 

S»NeLowks wan educeted in the principles of the religious Society

A Testimony from the Monthly Meeting of Friends st Sherburn in 
the County of Dorsetshire concerning our friend Jonah Thompson deceased 

When those who have been eminently serviceable in the church, and 
good patterns of life and doctrine are by death removed from us, it see 
to beoore the duty of thelr surviving friends, to transmit some account 
of their lives and servicesy both as a just tribute due to their 
memories and es m ineltement to others to “follow them es they heve 
followed Christ” We are, therefore, induced to give the following 
Teatimeny concerning our enclent and much esteemed Friend Jonsh Thomp- 
fonz of the benefit of whoee good exemple end Goepel labora, we heve 
been so long partakers. 

Be waa the son of Igeac & Hanneh Thompson, end Grandson of that 
eminent Friend Thomas Lawson, end was born near Penrith in Cumberlmd 
in the year 1762. . 

Being early left to the cere of his mother ged she endeavored ¢ 
discherge her duty faithfully, by educating him in the petal phas of 
Truth, but she be removed by death ebout the eleventh year of his ag 
he lived for s few years with @ veletion who wes not of our religioug 
communion, who left him entirely at his own liberty respecting his 


ettendenee o¢ pleces of worship,and the choice of hig religious pro« 
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fession; but being et that early age impressed with divine fear, and 

2 sense of the neture of tmie religion, he was mercifully preserved 
amidst the dangers to which his situation exposed him, heving then 
scarce a friend to cere for him in a religious senses and though he 
hed little or no expectstions from hia relations, or eny view of sub. 
fistence, except by his own industry, yet relying on the protecting 
care of Providence, he bed the fortitude to withstand offers, which 
weré repeatedly made him when about the ege of 1, of en education at 
School end the University, with ae view to qualify and provide for him, 
es a Minister of the established Worship, which is more remerksble, sa 
at thet time hie mind wae strongly atteshed to Literary soquirements, 
Yet, es he hes frequently remarked, he wes even then fully convinced 
of the impropriety of such mode of making Ministerss; believing none 
sould be truly se, but thoee who were of Christ's making by the geil 
and gquslifierstion of his Holy spirit. Ee therefore, from this clear 
view, chose rether to put himself ee to « Priend at Kendal, to 
learn the trede of e Weaver, with whom he faithfully served this time, 
end being of an industrous turn of mind, at leisure hours prosecuted 
his studies, end acquired such a competent shore of learning es to 
qualify him to underteke the cers of os School st Greyrigg nenr Kendal 
from whence be removed to Yalton in the County of Somerset, where he 
lived ah ea Sthoolmaster for a few years, ond on his marriege with our 
Friend Mary Beaton in the year 1735, he removed to Compton in Dorset, 
where since that time he hes tostly resideds 

We heve some grounds to believe thet soon after the expiration 
of his time, he wee whilst at Creyrt ese mede sensible of a call to the 
work of the Ministry, on that foundation which in early life bed 
Oppeared to him so nedessary, end for which there fe no doubt but 

that he was in good measure qualified end prepared, though the operatic: 
of Grage upon his own heart, and thet being felthful to the monifest~ 
ations thereof he soon became en able Minister of the Gospel of Christ, 
eo that in the year 1728, he accompenied his Friend Williem Louquise 
or a religiouw visit to most of the countries in this nation, and from 
soma minutes of thet Journey left behind hin, we heve no doubt but hie 
Viait was to his own peace, and the satinfoction of hig Friends. 

In the yeer 1750 he set ont on e vieit, which had been several 
years in his yiew to the churches in America, where we find 
‘gertificoates (fer it doea not sppaar that he kept emy Journel) that 
he vistted moat of the meetings in the different Provincess and that 
his lebors in the work of the Ministry were of eminent service snd 
generally sceeptible, appears from the abundant teatimonies of 
Priends Yn those parte, most of whieh through modesty he declined 
to make public, or present to the Meetinga they were directed to. 

Some years efter this he umidertook a second yoyage to America, 
which wes principslly oecasioned by concerna of » private neture. Yet 
hé occestonally visited Meetings, end we find from the Teatimony of 
Friends there “thet he evidenced a steady cere end concsrn to truly 
servicesble where his lot was oest." 

' Since lest returm from America he undertook no long journies 
from home, his tnebitlity for riding end en ettention to the crrea of a 
lerge family in some moecure preventing, yet he wee a diligent attender 
of the meeting he belonged to, end frequently visited the Yearly Meet. 
ings, end bat inae in the neighborhood on public oecesiong end a few 
years before his decease accompenied our Friend Moses Neave in « visit 
to moet of the Meetings in Devonshire ond Cornwelle 

Hie Ministry was in the demonstration of the Spirit,and of Powey 


end generally acteptable to people of various denomination, being often Is 
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om public occasions to declers the Truths of the Gospel, in es plein 
doctrinal manner, with thet cflmmess end Geliberstion so peculiar 
to him, end with such strength of agmment ss frequetnly oecesioned 
many to eelmowledge the truth of his doctrine. He wes often en- 
geged in e particular manner towerds the conclusion of his time, 
to drew the minds of his heerers from 611 dependence on outward 
means, end direct their attention to the internal voice of truth; 
cleeriy expleined the nature of that spiritual ind acceptable worship 
unich is performed in solemn silence. Arm heving etteined to great 
experience in the work of the Miniletzy, he had at times s word of 
gention end encouragement to young ministers, being always ready 
to help such forward, who eppeared rightly engeged in that services 
He wes a men of extensive abilities, adorned with great 
humility, and charity, im good esteem emong Friends and others, & 
Dera pia’ of peace amongst his brethern, end frequently servicesble 
n hig neighborhood in verious respestie 

His life snd conversation were consistent with the doctrines 
he Spy Seta end seemed fully to evinoe that he had attained what 
he had frequently advised others to seek efter, “A conscience void 
of offence to God end man" and that tranquility of mind which (to 
use his own expression) is not easily disturbed by temporary 
accidents.

This Bosrd having eccepted the resignation of John 7. Lewis, 
feel it incumbent on them, to express their feelings on this oceesion, 
which severs an offical connection with our Hospitel of neerly helf ps 
century of veithful end efficient service to ites interesta. 

For more than 8 century prior to 1861, he end his encestors 
discherged the duties of Tressurer of this Institution; the lest 41 
yeers of which constituted the term during which our friend John 
Lewis held thet office. 

Following his surrender of the Treesurership in June 1881, 
this Borrd pessed 6 resolution expressing their greteful epprecietior 
of the methods in which he hed discherged ite duties, snd immedietely 
elected him a member of this Board, which position he eccepted end 
filled most scceptebly, down to the time of his present resignsetion, 

In both positions, therefore, for more then 48 yeers, he hes 
served thia Inetitution in official cepecities, and hes so much en» 
deered himself, to hia essocietes by his genielty end his unfeiling

Mother wrote thid¢ delichtful little psper in 1910 - 
"Notes, Thoughts and Memories - by Nother and Aunt Rebecca” - 
so full of charm, spirit and feelings. 


Ag = preface to it, I have put parts of another paper, 
which wags evidently written earlier and which is largely factual 
and written in a less interesting and more formel manner. 


Algo, I have inserted in the "Notes, Thoughts and Mem- 
ories", three or four short extrsete from the other paper. 


The parents of Rehecca Chalkley Lewis were John Thomp- 
sor Lewis and Marie Litchfield nee Seott. They were married in 
Phila., May 15th, 1850 by Rev'd Henry J. orton, Rector of St. 
James’ Ghureh, Phila. They were married st home in the parlour 
of the Scott's House 224 Yest Vashington Square, where the family 
had lived for many years. The house indeed was not eold until 
after the death of Mre, Scott in 1881, John Morin Scott was born 
in New York where his fanily had lived; he was the fifth in di-+ 
reot descent from John Seott, Bart. of Anerum, feottland and came 
in early life to practice law in Philadelphia, In dolonial and 
Revolutionary days his fanily was distinguished; his Father hav- 
ing been the Secretary of State for New York and his Grandfather 
a Brigadier General in the Révolutionery War. Mr. Scott married 
Kary Bmlen the daughter cf an old and well known Philadelphia fam- 
ily. While the Imlens were Quakers the Scotts were Church of Fng- 
land people. In the graveyard of Trinity Church, New York, are 
the sraves of several of the Scott ancestors (along the Broadway 
front). After their marriage Mr. and irs, Scott became members 
of St. James’ Church on 7th Street ehéve Market, and all their 
children were baptised there. 


John #, Scott was a man of distinction in his profes< 
Bion, was a member of the State Legislature, and was Mayor of 
Philadelphia in 1841 to 1544, His second daughter, Maria, was 
born in 1824 and wee 12 years younger than her busband whom she 
married in 1850. 


John Thompson Lewis was the son of Samuel Neave Lewis 
and Rebecas Chalkley nee Thompson. ‘The Lewis family were of 
Welsh descent. Four brothers came over in 1693, ani settled in 
Newtown, Chester County where they were prominent Quakers, and 
William Lewis was one of the benefactors and builders cf the New 
town Meeting. A little later the ancestors of our branch moved 
to Philadelphia and became merchants and ship owners - and later 
manufacturers of white lead and colors. John T. Lewis and his 
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two brothers took up this business and very successfully contin- 
ued it until it was taken over by the National Lead Co. 


After their marrivzee Hr. and Mire. Lewis lived for 4 few 
yesrs with Er. Lewis' Mother in Yalnut Street sbove 10th, South 
Side. Here two children were born and died in infancy - one, 
Mery Emlen, lived for one yesr, 1852-1853. In 1853 they moved 
to a house on Ninth Street - #254, where in 1854 their daughter 
Rebecca was born. ‘Their summers were spent at Dawecfield sbove 
Ft. Yashington near what is now the town of Ambler. This place 
belonging to my Uncle Saunders through his wife who was a Miss 
James, ia full of historiasl associations, and hag sheltered 
for many cenerations the various branches of the family. In 
these days of simple living the Lewis brothers combined their 
Growing families in great contentment. 


As their fanily increased fr. and Mrs. Lewis left the 
Ninth Street house (1858) and moved to the S.E. corner of 13th 
and Walnut Street spending their summers first at Mt. Airy for 
one year, next at Taylor's boarding house back of Haverford Col- 
lege, - aplace adjoining the present Golf Course of the Merion 
Cricket Club. Then in 1862 with Mr. and Hrs. R. *, Leaming (Mre. 
Lewis’ sister) and tre. Scott and her daughter Helen, they took 
& place where three happy summers were passed in a family of 
25 people ~ & grown people, 10 children and 9 servante includ- 
ing coachmen. 


In 1865 Wr. Lewie bought a town hotise on the N.W. cor- 
ner of 13th and Spruce Street. Their summers after this - 1865 - 
for fourteen years were passed at Yoodsatock which wae rented from 
the Ewing family, This place has been mentioned in A.E.'s ace 
count and it is pleasant to connect it with many happy memories 
of A.E. and his father. 


Notes, Thoughts and Memories - 


by Mother and Aunt Rebecoa 


In associating ourselyes for the benefit, and we hope 
the interest, of the next generation we feel that we have made

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read and revise these notes, passing on whichever of the pares 
shall seem to te of any interest to the rest of the family. 


As we cannot agree how to begin, there siiall be no be- 
Finning - and whet difference does that make since this must req 
main for us all an unfinished story - its end being written only 
by the angels. 


If too desultory and verbose it can be re-arranged end 
curtailel by Rydis, the dear niece who loves to do all such lov- 
ing and patient work for the rest of our too busy family. 


And so "I come to the fields and spacious palaces of 
my memory, where are the treasures of innumerable images, brought 
into it from things of all sorts perceived by the senaes."

I ean perfectly well remember the garden of the 9th 
Street house. I was born in May 1854. In my father's book of 
family memoranda he notes “moved into 9th Streep house 27th March 
1854 Rebecca Chalkley dau. of J.%.L. and M.L.L. born on 22nd of 
May". Again in father's note book I find in 1858 “October 15th. 
All at Mra Scott's, preparing to move to VYalrut and 13th" and 
again “Nov 25th Slept at home No. 1232 Walnut Street." 


I can therefore fix these very early mesnories as thoge 
of the first four years of my life. I can very clearly picture 
to myself the figure of Grandpa Seott; his reddish gray hair, 
heavy bushy cyebrows; his gay and affectionate manner. I can see 
him as he eat in his office chair (the "Lafayette Chair", now in 
Helen Hoffman's hall, having been made with a number of others 
for the city dignitaries to use at the reeeption in the State 
House given for Lafayette). - 


: Grandpa had for bis office the front pariour of the 
house in Washington Square, and on going to the house for a vieit 
I well recollect atopping in to speak to him before going upstaire. 
He would wheel himself pert way around, ¢crose his knees, and put 
out his hand to us ehildren in greeting. Another perfectly clear 
picture I have always preserved is of a dey in our nursery when I 
ran round the room to cateh Grandpa with » big Havanna orange in 
his pocket. Ne scampered about to prevent my snatehing the orange 
which stuck out of his back pocket - Ten cents apiece were those 
Havanna oranges then; large and juicy with thin, dark skins, a 
great treat to ue children. The next impression in connection 
with him is that of dear Mother's grief at tis death. It was in 
the early morning a8 I know I was in a night gown and ran in from 
my own bed in the next room on hesring Mother sobbing aloud, and 
I cen see her before me now, standing at the foot of her bed, her 
head bawed down upon her hends which rested on the bed post. 
Father gently told me that my dear Grandpa Scott had died, and 
Mamma eould not help crying a Little as she ghould never see him 
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again, I have since supnosed thet father head juet told her about, 
4t, as I know Grandpa died at 7 A.i.

T remember with clearness my fourth birthdsy. Ulrica 
set out in the garden a little table snd covered it with flowers, 
forming the number 4 in the middle. The table ia the cross legeed 
one now in use in my own room. (M.3.%. now has this little table 
in the second floor hall in Penrhyn). I also remember my pride 
and awe of John Lewis who spent the winter with us to go to school 
in town. kis father, Uncle Saunders Lewis, being out of health, 
the family spent two or three winters at Dawesfield the old family 
place - and I can renember John, who was seyen or eleht years old- 
er than I was, es a dim figure in the 9th Street houses. 


My early memories of Grandma Seott I can fix too, quite 
exactly os to date, knowing them to be of the time before I over 
went to school - and as I started at Miss Catherine Shipley's large 
girls' echeol at the age of ceven, 1t was before that that I renem- 
ber being sent every morning te oo4 W. Washington Squere where 
Grandma taught me to knit and to do erose stitch, and Aunt Helen 
Scott to read and count. (I wonder if the little croas-stitched 
square which I have is not of this periods On the back is sewed 
a bit ofverehment on which 1s written in her mother's hand-writing 
“Worked by Rebecca C, Lewis for her deer Mother, December 25th, 
1860") Father and I would walk down Loctet Street, from 15th and 
Walnut where we then lived, to Washington Square, and I used to 
love to stop at a blacksmith shop on the way (just sbove 9th Street, 
I think), Rebbie and ary Leaming went too for daily teaching, 
and i remember Grandma's lovely voice ss she resd to ue the "Rein- 
bow and Lueky" books, and Mra. Barneuld's Lessons, and Mise Mge- 
worth, T can repeat now word for word a littie piece of verse Aunt 
Helen taught me beginning: 


“One stormy night upon the Alps 

A traveller weak and old 

Walked slowly on through ice and snow 
And shivered with the cola." ete. 


We three children used to dash and romp all over the house 
and out into the big yard at the back, and on occasione we would 
try to peep into the stable at ita end, where was kept the Chariot. 
(go called, what it really looked like 7 never knew) in which our 
GreateGrendmother Scott used to ride. She was a’ rich and worldly 
old lsdy so IT have been told, and not quite 1n aympathy with the 
life of her only child my Grandfather Scott. He and his wife were 
absolutely uninterested 1n gossip and the doinge of the gay world. 
They were from first to last the wost devoted salir of lovers, and 
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were entirely occupied in providing for their largés family - four 
girls and three boys - and so were entirely independent of fashion 
able people, and kept up with reluctance their part in the soclety 
to whieh they were both born and bred. "The little old lady" (as 
Grandfather called his mother in his letters) was therefore never 
quite happy in their bome where she lived during the last yeara of 
her life: and in these letters, the whole sequence of which I poss- 
ese, (A large number were vrinted as the "Scott Letters", edited 
by Maria S. 8. Chance and Mary A. E. Smith) it is very interesting 
to read between the lines expressing a perfect truet in his belov- 
ed wife, an undercurrent of snxilety as to their mutual resyonsibil- 
ity for “the little Mother" living out her lonely life in their 
midst. The diamond circle ring I own was Great Grandmother Scotts, 
(Now M.AeE.S."). 


Grandma Scott was a very remarkable woman, adored by her 
husband and children, who rendered her always a kind of queenly 
homage. Her great parsonal beauty I am sure wes @ stimulus to 
their adoration, and her character sustained it.ss well - for, 
with an almost too rigorous desteion, she was full of the sweat- 
est sympathy and bumility. Wer advice was therefore eagerly sourht.» 
and was always sane and practical. Even to the third generation 
was it precious. We children all wanted Grandma's support in any 
important matter. And great wes my pride to know that she always 
approved of my marriage; and I love to renember how she would say 
"Give my love to Allen, he is a nice boy", after a visit when she 
would have asked all ebout cur plans, and followed with the most 
remarkeble sympathy any confidences which one was eo often led to 
make by her everyready interest. Her council was always staunch 
for self denial, prudence, economy, and her condemnation not spar- 
ing of anything which appeared to her to be extravagant, worldly 
or impure. Hy Mother always gloried in the great inheritence of 2 
food judeement which she claimed to be inherited by many of Grand- 
ma Scoott's descendants and which she told us came direct from the 
Emlens. a . 

The Lewierelstiongs dq not seem to enter inte these very 
early recollections. Later I wes thrown very intimately with 
many of ny father's family, and I think their traite are more 
nearly like my own in many respecte, Aunt Martha Lewis (who mar- 
ried her first cousin and therefore did not chante her name) I 
loved dearly ~ I have still a little gold ring set with a plece 
of white cornelian given me by her when I wes a little girl - : 
and I used to spend part of every summer &t Sunset Hill near Ambler 
with Grendma Lewis. At that place were also Aunt Martha and her 
husband and children; and for some years Unole George with hia 
family: with whom I was very intimate es I crew older, 


Grandfather Lewis died before I was born, snd I remem- 
her Grandma not very distinctly. She was very formal, and cared 
a great deal for clegance, and kept every one at 9 distance, ity 
Mother never could appreciate or love her, When they were first 
married Father took his wife to live sat home, and those four yeara 
were not hapoy ones for Mother. Wy most intimate friende through 
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all my girlhood were Lydie and Sallie Lewis - the davshters of 
funt Martha and Uncle George. Those two, with Xebbie and Mary 
Leaming and Rosalie Evans were my only really intimate friends 
till I was about 14 or 15 years old. 


‘Nontgomery" or "Dawesfield” (ag it is now called, and 
was originally I believe) must have special mention. Around the 
dear old homestead are gathered go many memories dear to the Lew- 
is family in general. The place ia in Montgomery County about 
16 miles from Philadelphia on the North Penna. RoR. It was in- 
herited by the wife of my Uncle Saunders Lewis from her parents 
Dr. and Mrs. James, they being the fourth generation to hold the 
homestead with ite adjoining farms. As the wife of my Unele Saun- 
ders Lewis was a second cousin of his we ali felt a family pride 
. in the place although the inheritance was not through the Lewis 
family - but Dr. James’ wife who was a iiss Morris. But in my 
very early recollections the whole family geem to center sbout 
Daweafield, 


It was full to overflowing every Sumner, and appeared 
to offer hospitality to any number. "“Unele Saun'" and Aunt Phoebe 
were the proprietors; but I imagine thst the others must have 
contributed to the upkeep of such a host as I find recorded ag 
being housed there in the Summer of 1849 the year before the mar~ 
riage of my father and mother. I copy from a note book of J.?. 
L.'s: "Phebe, Saunders and their two, Joe and Martha and their 
one, Sem Sophy and their one, Mother snd Becky, Elizabeth and 
Becky James, John Tt, Lewis end Thomas C. James spent the Summer 


at "Montgomery" - 


Aunt Phoebe was always housekeeper, and I ean distinct- 
ly recall her ever gracious manner and her distinguished beauty 
of face and form in those early days ~ for, after I was born, 
Mother and Father were still welcomed, and the place became dear 
to wus as Lt will always continues to be. . 


In the old fashioned house is a room and a bedstesd in 
which General Washington slept; and Lafayette took Aunt Phoebe 
upon his knes in the North parlour, as she has told me herself. 


I think we must have gone to Montgomery every summer un- 
til 1859, when Father and Mother took a place at lit, Airy because 
their three children Rebecea, Maria, and Helen all head the whoop~ 
ing cough. Helen was one year old. TI remember curiously enough 
several most trivial and irrelevant things of that summer, but 
here they stick in this old brain. One very thrilling experience 
never forgotten was the first time I ever struck a match! And f 
can see to this minute the step at the side door where I gat and 
ali alone made the bold venture! Another useful discovery was 
that I liked the taste of beets which I had never before been 
willing to try. On a walk with Father along the lane we eaw a 
most mysterious sleht - Some bright yellow roots sticking out of 
a high bank were surely nothing else than chicken-lege! How 
oould all those chickéns have been buried there end their yellow 
legs be left in such a queer place? For years thie remained a 
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puzzle to my mind (I was just five that Summer). To prove how- 
ever that my mind was not really imbecile I record that another 
memory is that of sitting up on a low branch of a quince tree, 
Mother on the step of a ladder below me teaching me to read. TI 
perfectly remember the book "Yee Tales for Yee People” in words 
of three letters. (M.2.E. has the book.) 


After Helen's birth, Mother was 111 for a whole year and 
to this period belongs a prayer written by Father whieh I insert 
here. 


"Tune 13th, 1858 
"Bidey's recovery 


"Permit us, merciful Father, to approach Thee 
with hearts full of thankfulnees for the recovery 
from a bed of severe illness of a dear daughter, sis- 
ter, wife, mother. We thank Thee that in Thy provi- 
Gence she ia allowed to remain among us, and knowing 
thet what Thou doest Ls good always, we believe that 
she is spared for her own sake that she may be better 
prepared at the end of her days to enter Thy heavenly 
Kingdom; and for our sakes that we may be so guided 
by her example as to learn to despise the things of 
this world in comparison with the surer promises of 
the next. Thy Son,Our Redeemer, has told us how to 
live to inherit eternal life. Teach us © Lord to 
trust only in His intercession for us, end let us be 
filled with Thy Holy Spirit, which 1s able to direat 
our thoughts heavenward, and to move us to do what 
we cannot by’ any possibility do alone. Mmeable us, 

QO Father, to pray often and earnestly, to do acts of 
charity, to practice humility and to live soberly, 
righteously baie godly the rest of our days for Christ's 


sake.

In the Summer of 1859 Mother wae taken away for a trip 
with Father, leaving Grandma Lewis and Cousin Mlizabeth Jemes to 
take care of us. Grandma had, about thie time, bought a country 
place nesr Dawesfield, where she lived for a good many Summers 
with Aunt Beckie Lewis and Unele Joe, Aunt Marthe and their three 
ehildren. Every summer after this my creat excitement was to fo 
over and spend & week or so at Grandma's with Lydie who was my 
dearest friend for many years. Grandma Lewis had a home in town, 
first at 1Ol1l Walmat Street and later at 1217 Walmut. This was a 
large house and wag very handsomely furmished, as the old lady loved 
elegance. We were always a good deal in awe of her, Aunt Martha 
I dearly loved, and little Aunt Beck was devoted to all children. 


In the Autumn of 1858 we moved from 9th Street to 1232 
Walnut St, (on the corner of 13th St.) where we lived for ten hap- 
py years, Frances, Sophy and Amy were born theres I could linger 
over my beautiful memories of this period longer than is seemly 
for these notes, Our summers (short ones, extending from the mid~ 
Ale or end of June until the middle of September) were spent first 
at Taylor's boarding house nesr Haverford (1860 & 1861); next at 
Ashwood, combining with the Leamings, Grandma and Aunt Hen (1862- 
1863-1864); and then at Woodstock very near to Ashwood at Villa 
Kova Station. (This dear old place Father rented from the Ewings 
on a long lease for fourteen years.) 


This decade in my life (1855 to 1865) seems to span my 
childhood's years, and happier years no child ever lived. Our 
home was full of love and peace. Amy was born on my ninth birth- 
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day, and a busy other was ours - with her six little girls to 
clothe and guide. She kept five servants, sometimes six. All 

cur clothing was made at home; and such ample provision, stuah 
orderly closets, such a well trsined hougehold one seldom geos,. 
Both in town and country she had a wall atored eloset from which 
was g¢iven out every morning the proper amount of coffee, tea, su- 
Gar, cereal, eta., even to the vanilla bean for flavoring the 
desertea - one third of a bean to a pudiing, and that to be pulled 
carefully out and used the gecond day. fe wore only white stock- 
inga in those days and they were changed every morning (imagine 
42 pairs in the wash each week!) The wash was done out, and Lroned 
at home with the help of a hired woman. There was full and plenty 
of everything. Father was doing very well in his business and be- 
tween them thers was being laid aside quite a canitsl. We moved 
to town early in October and back to the country in June on ac- 
count of the schools. I was sent first at seven years old (1861) 
to Mies Shipley's School. Afterwards (about 1865 I think) to Miag 
Lyman's. My sehool days were full of delight - my lessons never 
troubled me and in some I took much pleasure esnecially in French, 
and Latin and Geometry and slways in Literature and Composition, 
At Mise Lyman'sa we were well taught and owe a debt of eratitude to 
Prof. Chase who taught us to love the Classics, and to write with 
care, Rogslie Evans, whe went with me on my first day to Mise 
Shipley's and continued at my side all through, became a dear and 
lifelong friend, and Allen and I met through her. Ye spent near- 
ly every Saturday afternoon together at the Fvang' on Rittenhouse 
Square and great fun we had there - baking cake when the cook waa 
good natured, or playing seven stens in their big third floor, 

or eroquet out in the farden. 


At thie time too was begun a. lifelong friendship with 
Nannie Shippen who was left 4n Mother's charte ac to her Church 
duties, Her parents being in Annapolis, Nannie was left with 
her Presbyterian relations to attend school and both her Father 
and Mother being very anxious that she should continue going reg- 
ularly to St. James’ Church (then st 7th and Market). ‘They asked 
Af she could sit in our pew there, Ye used to walk down Welmut 
Street from 13th to 7th every Sunday morning and Nannie would 
join usa at 10th Street. She and I were close and dear friends 
from that time on, 


I was confirmed the last Easter in the old Church (1868 
I think) and at about the seme date Miss Mary Coles began a Bible 
Class of which Nennie snd I were among the original members. The 
others béing Sadie and Naria Dreyton, Baily Biddle, Annie Meigs 
(and Sally Smith Later). 


Of Miss Coles' influence and teaching, especially her 
Wiselonary zesl, I cannot speak too warmly. I am only one of 
a grest many who gratefully attribute to her influence much of 
the highest aspiration of their lives. [From Mother, herself a 
deeply religious woman, we al11 learned the value of our Cherch 
life ag vell as the duty of private devotions, and were made 
faniliar with Bible stories and carefully taught the Catechism. 


Father's teachings was through his life - an almost perfect one, 
ag we bis adoring little girls believed, and still do. ‘%e all 
went to Church together on Sunday, both morning and sfternoon. 

T remember 2s we walked down Walnut Street Mother always wanted 
ug to walk in pairs - we being dressed alike - (two and two) 
Rebecca and Maria, Hennie and Franele, Sophy and Amy. This we 
occasionally resented; end es we Grew older the dressing alike 
was given up. In 1869 the new Church was built st 22nd and Wal- 
nut Street. 


Another very Intimate cousin throuch all these years 
was Sally Lewis. She an@ I were full of life, end have hatched 
up many a foolish prank, some of which I like to forget, 


The four years of the Civil War would enter into this 
period of my memories. We were a family of erdent Abolition- 
4ste, and I was old enough to be very deeply impressed. Five 
or aix of my cousins on both sides enlisted. Sam Lewie was 
twice wounded, and before the end became a Major. Willie Nere- 
dith went all through the war as paymaster on Admiral Farragut's 
flags ship. #hen the Southern Army pushed as far North os nearly 
to Harriaeburg the excitenent waa intenee. We were all spending 
the Summer together at Ashwood, and were all busied in drawing. 
lint or rolling bandages. 


My father drilled in a company of Nome Guards, and 
being over drafting ace he paid for a substitute in the Northern 
Army. All the three brothers were very active in the Sanitary 
Fair which was a huge enterprise te make money for the Hospital 
neces#ities for the Arny. 


fhe soldlers would all be shipped on open freight cars 
and aa they passed Radnor Station we would 811 stand on the 
banks and throw fruit and eskes into thelr hands, and cheer 
them on their way. Abraham Lincoln wes our hero - although Father 
(being moderate alwaye) had voted for Bell and fverett the first 
time, end for Lincoln and Jobnson for second term. I remember 
the intenee excitement over the newspapers - end also the noisy 
proximity of a recruiting station, which was established next 
door +o ug in town. Drums were rolling and men congregating there 
night end dey; and I was terribly afraid some rough soldier man 
would get after um children. Maria and I were terrified every 
night. When Lincoln was the second tine elected Father took me 
down Chestmt Street to see the illumination, and I woo nearly 
crushed in the crowd. 


t well remember the intense anxiety during the days of 
the fighting of the Battle of Gettysburg and the wild excitement 
when on July 4th the news came of its being a great Northern 
yictory. The next April - 1865 - Lincoln was assassinated. Ilvery 
one felt as if a deep personal blow had been inflicted. Women 
wept as they met in the street, sand et echool every girl wore 4 
larce black crepe rosette with red, white and blue stresners. To 
my very greet distress Ellie and Rosie Evans were not allowed to 
wear these mourning rosettes, their father belng & non-war Demo- 
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crat and bitterly oppose? te the policies of Mr. Lincoln and his 
party, #8 to the abolition of thse slaves and the destruction of 
the "Stetes Rights" doctrine. This part of the Democratic party 
were dubbed "Qupnerheads” and in erest disrepute among the sbol- 
itisnists. Nut dear Father, always moderate and just in his jJudge- 
ments, aseured me that I must think none the lese of the fvanses 
because they vere not for the war, since their father was an hon- 
orable and an intelligent man “only a Little erooked"” on this ques- 
tion. I remember hia calling the party men "doctrinaires” as op- 
posed to practical policies, and regretting that among them were 
to be found some of his own most intimate friends ag Peter McCall, 
Haward Insersoll, Dr. Biddle, Dr. Bvans and hina brothers Manlius 
and Rowland, sll men whom he highly reenvected. Unole Robert Leamn- 
ing on the contrary abused them outrageously, calling them Rebels, 
and indeed euch was the prevailing tone of all ardent patriots in 
the worth. 


I dia not know Allén at that esrly date, but I have since 
heard from him of the ostrseism to which hig family was subjected 
at Test Chester, where his Father had a farm eat that time. His 
Mother died in 1861 after which his father left Weat Chester, and 
bought a farm at Kerion Square so that his two song could more 
readily be sent to Sehcol and College. It was about then that 
Allen and I first met - when IT was eleven and he fifteen. 


In the Sumer of 1865 we first went to Yoodetock. What 
a throng of dearly cherished memories center about that dear old 
place. There we six grew up iato a heppy girlhood together, with 
the love and sympathy of our indulgent parents. They often ssid 
‘She flowere grow in the sunshine’ and se we were sunned in their 
dear ond kindly presence and knew nothing but love and peace. 


the femily of six girls were now growing up. They were 
moat indulgently brought up, and their summer life at Woodstock 
wae full of gay and heppy doings. Rebeeca the eldest eieter was 
only nine ysars old when Amy the sixth was born. They were almple 
days and a low phaeton with Flora the bay mare was considered to 
be a great luxury by many of their less fortunate young friends. 


Woodstock was a fine large square bri¢k houga with high 
cellings and well proportioned reoms - a gentleman's wansion 
puilt about 1930, and it is curlous now to note that there wag 
no bath reom in the house nor any running water. Tin bath tubs 
were etood in the rooms and all the water was carried up in bucketa. 
The house wae alwoys full, Grandma Seott anf Aunt Relen for part 
of each summer and after they left Aunt Eesky Lewls and Willte 
Wopkins. Also young girl friends and in later yeers the numerous 
peaux of the elder girls. 


Our friends at thia time were the Gereor, Annie Yetes, 
Rey Biddle, Sadie Ehipren, Xety end Pennie Percer, the Draytons 
and our cougine Lydie and Sallle Lewis, Nebble, Mary and Duly 
Learing, Roadile Evans. 
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We moved to 1301 Spyruce Street 1n 1868. The Trotters were 
next door ani were from the first very intimate with the younger 
children; Rosalie Evans and I were together a great deal. 


1866 - 1871 


At about this date I think my childhood developed into 
girlhood, The Leamings lived all the year round now in the coun- 
try - at Ashwood near Radnor Station. I used to spend a good 
many weekends and holidays with them there. Both Rebbie and Mary 
were clder than I; but my close friends, and I was very fond of 
their mother, my Aunt Julia. 


. At Mise Lyman's Sehool 226 So. Broad Street there was a 
crowd of fashionable girls, Maria grew intimate with Jennie Car- 
ter and I with Ftta and Cecilia Beaux, Sally Smith, and Annie ; 
Meigs, Lillian Koore and Smily Beale. Rosalie Evans and I sat 
side by side and were inseperable. Annie and fHiarriet Riddle also 
went there to achool - Bertha Montgomery, Julia Binney and Annie

After four or five years at Miss Lyman's sehool Rosalie 
Evans went to live in New York. I thought the separation al- 
most unbearable, and the next year left the school myself to take 
private lessons with Prof, James Chase. For one winter Susie 
Ritehie studied with me and I had also lessons in French and 


Musica. 
In the Summer Miss Gochrane cane out to Woodstock once 
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a week Tor Mn¢lieh work and tr. Sehneiger for music. Ye studied 
under him for some years - Maria and I - but my music wag ao over- 
siadowel by feria's that I was discouraged. She had real talent, 
and played exsily what cost me much isbor. Hut I alwaya kent at 
it, and have since been very glad of the shility to know and aye 
ereciate food music. 


Thoae suiomera at Yoodstock were full of hanpy semories, 
I an surprige?, in Looking back on then, that I should heve been 
more than willing to work eli through the hot weather ng f dtd. 
I think I have & mind which is net hanny when inaebive, but I an 
eo Rlad that I head the opportunity and the resolution to keap at 
work (aa T did up to the very week before my marrione in 1876). 
Vothar greatly appreciuted this, and slwaya in every way encoure 
seed Ait. fuch more I might have imbibed, but #hat cultivation I 
have T owe to her. 


Then the time gare for introducing the older girls into 
fociety the big parlours of the Snruce Street house wers often 
opened for entertoinment. I remember my own cemine out party 
whieh was a lavieh and beautiful ball, the whole bourne being 
thrown open. It was unheard of then to give a party in any pube 
lic roome, 


That sate winter ve fave a slelening party from Spruce 
trees te Yoodstock where we had a hot supper and dancing. Phe 
winter wag a very gay one (for dinners which were a later fashion’ 

- but an sngarenent svery night - theatre partics and muetesles 
and small dances - the Agsenblies, at which Mother waa a Patronenss, 
and the regular Nondsy Danelns Clase. We danced “the German" at 
almost every carty, with wonderful favor sometimes, and one'¢ 
partner would slwaye send beaubiful flowers - a belie often carry- 
ing five or six bovquete in her srag. 


After two wintere' geyety I beamne engarel to be married. 
A.B. had been all sleng since I was about fourteen, very intimate 
at the house, and a ¢reat favorite with all of wy family, Grandaa 
feott aprroved most heartily. he had known A.E.'s Aunts Wige far. 
garet and Nias Julia Evans for many years, being frequently torether 
in sunmer time at the old Philadelphia resort, Howland's at Long 


Braneh. 


Fe were encarced for two years, and would indeed heve had 
email prospect of etarting out hed not a home been offered ta ua 
by Dr. Evans. 


.. He made ug most welcome, aa did 4.0.'a brother Rowland, 
and we Llivad together sharing in the house expences, A your later 
RawLland married Mary Ninney Montgomery, and they took a mrall houre 
at Roeseaont where they lived for tro years until Rr. tiveane bublt 
for them ancthor houge on our place st Haverford. 
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
